PITTsBURGH’s CALAMITY. 


BURSTING OF A WATERSPOUT 


Streets Converted into ate Uun- 
dreds of Houses Demolished. 


—— — — 


Oeer One Hundred Bodies Recove- 
oo d— Whole Fumilies Swept Away 
—NSeenes and Incidents. 


— 


The Pittsburgh papers naturally 
fecin With accounts of the direful dis- 
aster Which overtook that city on 
Sunday, which has proven one of the 
inost suddenly terrific on record. 
We vlean the following particulars 
fromthe Pittsburgh Dispatch: 

The weather Sunday afteruoon was 
showery, ont not portentious of unu- 
suntelemental phenomena. Citizens 
attended religious services as usual; 
and when, about 7 o’clock, the rain 
subsided, and the deelining sun tint- 
ed the passing clouds with purple and 
vold, thousands crowded upon the 
streets, seeking pleasure or reere— 
ation, discussing the events of the 
day and the prospects of the morrow, 
which, alas! came not to many. 
ihus fell the shades of night; the 
people retired to rest, and “‘siienée 
prooded over a still and pulseless 
world,”’ 

Between 9 and 10 o0’clock frequent 
and vivid flashes of lightning in the 
northern heavens, accompanied by 
terrifie peals of thunder, presaged 
the coming disaster. Momeutarily 
increasing in violence, it was but a 
few minutes until the streets in many 
places were impassable ; water swept 
down the gutters like roaring tor- 
rents; the broadest avenues were 
solid sheets of water; while from the 
hillsides poured a deluge which tore 
rocks of a ton’s weight from their 
foundations and gashed and seamed 
the earth as ifit it had been riven by 
an earthquake.} Nothing could resist 
the awful 
water. Substantial brice houses 
cruinbied When it rack them as if 
they had been made of sand ; frame 
buildings were lifted from their foun- 
dations, borne along on the angry 
current, nud dashed to pieces against 
other buildings which vainly obstrue- 
ted their course. In some instances 
foundations were undermined and 
buildings sunk down in sand and 
debris to the second story. So resist- 
less Was the torrent that nothing in 
its path escaped destruction houses, 
fences, bridwes, trees, all going down 
before it, and combining to constitute 
a scene of ruin suchas none had ever 
witnessed before, and such as we 
hope we may never look upon again. 

But great as was the destruction of 
property, it is nothing in view of the 
joss of human life. Of those who re- 
tired to rest on Sunday evening in 
the stricken districts, more than two 
hundred were pallid corpses when 
the morning light broke upon the 

dreadful scene. More thana score of 
litt.e children, who on Sunday night, 
kneeling at their mother’s knee, 
lisped Now I lay medown tosleep,” 
realized the full significance of the 
petition ere morning broke, their 
bodies when found being in many 
instances dreadfully disfigured, their 
delicate limbs gashed and broken 
their beautiful tresses disheveled and 
intermixed with loathsome accre- 
tions. Oh! it was a spectacle to make 
strong men weep, and sympathetic 
women tremble and turn fainting 
away. In some cases entire families 
were swept from their beds, their 
houses falling in ruins upon them, 
and all lost together. 

The scene early Monday morning 
surpasses the power of lauguage to 
adequately deseribe. Thousands of 
people, many of whom had been 
bereaved during the night, flocked to 
the scene of disaster to survey the 
ruin and, if possible, to recover the 
Lodies of their wives, husbands, chil- 
dren, or friends. Hundreds of will- 
ing hands were soon at work remov- 
ing the debris, while hundreds of 
others, with bated breath, hoping 
avainst hope that their missing ones 
iad escaped, awaited the issue. As 
body after body was taken from the 
ruins and was recognized. men sobbed 
anil women wailed, while the specta- 
tors stood with uncovered heads as it 
was borneaway. There were many 
such scenes. A German, the bodies 
of whose wife and three children 
were recovered and taken to his 
house, manifested every sym ptom of 
insanity, all the efforts of bis friends 
failing to compose his mind, At 
tnidday his condition had not im- 
proved, and it is probable the irrepa- 
rable Joss he sustained has perma- 
nently unsettled his mind. 

Though the fall of rain alone would 
have sufficed to bring a terrible dev- 
ustation, it seems to be well authen- 
ticated that the principal cause of the 
yreat calamity in this locality was a 
waterspout of vast — ions which 
burst upon the hills overlooking the 
city, and poured down in overwhelin- 
ing volume through the natural wa- 
ter channels. The body of water fell 
asunder on the second range of hills, 
and sought a level by the way of 

sutcher’s, Spring Garden and 


Wood’s Runs, expanding them with 
almost the suddenness of a lightning |

streams, to terrible elements of de- 
struction. and power against which 
all efforts of men were futile and 
* 

THE INCEPTION OF TITE DISASTER, 


At the junction of Kast street with 
Madisou avenue, the volume burst 
from its comparatively narrow ¢on- 
fines full upon the paved atreets of 
the —— abouteight feet in depth 
rushed down both the thoroughfares. 
Where the two came together was a 
narrow frame house, which first felt 
the force and collapsed as if caught in 
the embrace of a monstrous vice. A 
mother and three children named 
Connelly, and a young man named 
Rogers, a cripple, was swept away 
with the ruius. On East street the 
Water flowed for about a hundred 
yards, tearing down Ax or seven 
mouses, and then rolled off to the 
eusiward and joimed ferees with the 
seething river which had laid hold 
of Madison avenue for a channel. 
On this thoroughfare, a large sewer 
built to receive the whole flow of the 
run burst with tremendous force, 
leaving a cavity some thirty feet in 
depth, and giving a new and angry 
— one to the stream, For half a 
mile this avenue was goo out in 
places feet | the 
curb, tearing lamp posts from their 
laces, and twisting them like straws 
in all variety of shapes. The houses 
on each side were tlooded and the 
weaker ones were wrecked, and in 
some cases torn from their founda- 
tions; but most of them, until Vista 
street was reached, beld together, and 
the terrified occupants, huddling in 
the second stories, escaped a death 
which seemed each mowent about to 
grasp them. At Vista street the nat- 
ural valley leads to the eastward, the 
hill coming to a bold point, below 
which Butcher's and Spring Garden 
runs meet and flow together to the 
Alleghany. 
IN THE FACE AND FRONT OF THE 
FLOOD. 

Here, in direct line with the flood, 
was the slaughter-house of Mr. 
Sweeden, which now lies as it fell, a 
vile of broken, mud-stained timbers. 

ust below it, Concord street, graded 
some twenty feet above the natural 
bed of the stream, Wich it crosses b 
a culvert, neatly ved and well 
lighted, was suddenly cut in two, the 
gap being forty feet in width, water 
and gas pipes showing ragged projec- 
tions at each side. The next parallel 
street is O’Hara, whieh falls by an 
easy grade to a junction with Spring 
Garden avenue, and which on Sun- 
day morning was lined on both sides 
with neat brick and frame houses, 
the dwellings ef persons in at least 
comfortable, and some of them quite 
affluent, circumstances. Asthe water, 
checked for a moment at Concord 
street, burst through the houses it 
precipitated itse.f in a vast Pluvian 
avalanche upon the huge culvert con- 
structed beneath O’ Hara and adjoin- 
ing streets, rent it asunder with 
mighty foree, and upeasting the sur- 
face, toppled down the solid build- 
ings us if by an earthquake. Here 
the great destruction of life took place. 
Many ‘ersons, Weary of the storm, 
had gone to bed, fecliug no doubt 
glad of the shelter of tie roof. The 
children, frightened by the lightning 
and the mutterings of the thunder, 
sought their parents, and in many 
instances mothers had gone to the 
beds of their children to lie down 
with them and comfort and relieve 
their fears. With the rending 
of the earth the gas pipes were torn 
assunder and piteh darkness came 
with the awful noise of the rising 
waters, and the quick upheaval of the 
foundations. The spirit of the storm 
assed by, and on his track was des: - 
ation and death; drowned mothers 
with their babes, and fathers clasp- 
ing their sons to their arms; whole 
families huddled together in fear of 
what might come, and what did 
come too quick for action or even 
thought, were hurled away to be seen 
no inore in life. 


HOW DEATH CAME TO MANY. 


Some had fallen into a merciful 
slumber before the angel ef death 
stepped in, for in the ruins, when 
daylight came, stretched upon their 
beds, several bodies were found, only 
the dripping and muddy stains die- 
tiguring what otherwise seemed vol- 
untary repose. Lo none of these the 
sudden darkness and the noise gave 
warning, and it is a'l the better that 
they never knew what manner of ca- 
lamity fell upon them. 

At the foot of this street the whirl- 
ing, turbulent waters mingled with 
those which flowed from the valley 
of Spring Garden Run—a valley of 
death to many, astheother had been. 
A mile anda half above this the 
stream first gathered its force, near 
the large building known as Burns’ 
glue factory. Asat Butcher’s Run,a 
sewer had been built to carry safely 
away the overtiow of the stream, but 
this proved useless. Fora mile the 
water poured down parallel to Spring 
Garden avenue, every moment gain- 
ing power and velocity, the small 

aved streets from High street, which 
skirts the hill above, acting as tribu- 
taries and pouring in their flow in 
eager contribution. On the other 
side of the valley the hill rises almost 
perpendicularly, with clayey sides, 
which, washing down by tons, 
seamed the sides as if by glaciers. At 
Basin street the sewer burst, and the 
water pouring out, rushed under the 
houses, tossing them in the air asa 
volcano would and throwing them 
in heaps to each side. Most of these 
buildings were stables and slaughter- 
houses, with here and therea tan- 
nery. 
A CORRESPONDING SOURCE OF DIS- 

ASTER. 


The only dwelling uear this point 
where life was sacrifived was thav of 
Michael Schiater, who, with his child 
in his arms, step from his front 
door into the flood and perished. Be- 
low Basin street for a quarter of a 
mile the people were aroused, and 
rushing to the hill-sides found safety, 
but the buildings were scattered as if 
blown up by powder. After the 
sewer burst and the water spread out 
from hill-side to hill-side it took 
Spring Garden avenue for its chan- 
nel, aud made it a river from six to 
ten feet deep, with a velocity like a 
mill chase. The street is thickly 
built up on both sides, the houses 
being for the most part substantially 
constructed. The occupants fled to 
the second stories, and thus saved 
their lives. In the rear of the east 
side of the street the overflow 
whirled and tossed, tearing out the 
sides of the stable, occasionally sub- 
merging and toppling them cver,and 
pulling down hundredsof little work- 
shops. The loss in cattle and horses 
here is very large, but their dead bodies 
lie unnoticed while the search for bu- 
man remains progresses. For aquar- 
ter of a mile upon the street the low- 
er stories of the houses are full of 
mud, at places to the depth of two or 
three feet, and the owners, unnoticed 
in the general excitement further 
down, went diligently at work to re- 
store their habitations to an inhabita- 


stroke, from small, but not dan gerous 


— 


ble condition. Near Vinal street the 
avenue descends gradually, and slo- 
ping to the west widens to a trian- 
gular space, where it meets Central 
and O'Hara streets, and there, when 
the flood came down, the vortex of 
ruin was reached. 

(The Dispatch gives at much great- 
er length many other scenes, inci- 
dents and details connected with 
this terrible disaster, which resulted 
in the loss of more than a hundred 
and fifty lives, but want of space pre- 
vents our publishing more of the de- 
tails.—Ep. News. ]

FROM WASHINGTON, 


Governor Ames, of Mississippi, Calls 
on the President for Troops to go 
10 Vieksburg- -The President Re- 
fuses to Comply. 


The following is the telegram of 
Gov. Ames, of Mississippi, to Presi- 
dent Grant in relation to the Vieks- 
burg troubles: 

JACKSON, Miss., July 29, 1874. 
To President U. S. Grant, Washing- 

ton, D. C.— 

I regret to inform you that I find 
upon returning here that a serious 
and alarming condition of affairs ex- 
ist at Vicksburg. Infantry and cav- 
alry organizations exist, and it is re- 
ported that a number of pieces of ar- 
tillery have been sent to the city; 
that these bodies organized and arm- 
ed tnemselves without authority and 
in violation of law assume to be 
guardians of the peace.

No harm can result, for troops are in 
many ofour cities at this moment in 
two of the cities of this State. Their 
presence may be means of good. It 
may save many lives, even one would 
more than compeusate for the harm 
which, if an. I do not see, to result 
from such presence. Will it not be 
the least of evils to have troops there 
for any emergency?
